WANT OF TEXT BOOKS. 

Moving a resolution, which was adopted, 
that the teaching of various subjects through 
irish was severely handicapped by the want 
of suitable text books, and that the time was 
long overdue when the education authorities 
should have taken steps to provide cheap and 
suitable texts in Gaelic script, Mr. O'Reilly, 
Oldcastle and Virginia branch, said that there 
were no suitable books for history, geography 
or gatdening, and an effort should” be made 
to assist secondary schools in this matter.

PREFEREN FOR THE GAELTACHT. 

The presént practice, which reserved a 
certain number of vacancies for candidates 
from purely Irish-speaking districts, was con- 
demned by delegates froiii the Tralee branch, 
who sent the following resolution to Con- 
gress :— 

“ That, in order to qualify for entrance to 
a preparatory college, a candidate must secure 
(a) 60 per cent. in oral Irish and (b) 60 per 
eent. in oral and written Irish combined. 
This Congress demands that all candidates 
who fulfil those conditions ought to be called 
in order of merit, and that the present 
regulation, which reserves half thé places for 
candidates who secure 85 per cent. in oral 
Irish, ought to be withdrawn, ag it is most 
unfair to candidates outside the purely Trish. 
speatsing districts who are making an honest 
endeavour to become proficient in Irish. 

“That this Congress also demands that at 
all Civil Service examinations candidates who 
secure 50 per cent. in oral and written Irish 
combined ought to be selected in order of 
merit, and that the present ractice, which 
res@ives a certain pumber of vacancies for 
candidates from purely Irish-speaking dis- 
tricts, ought to be discontinued.” 

Messrs. Lovett (Galway) and O'Sullivan 
(Galway) strongly opposed the motion, and 
pointed out that before this regulation came 
into foree the children from the Gaeltacht 
were err™ because they did not knew 
English, and even the exponents of the 
Gaeltacht did nat speak on their behalf. 
Now, when the children from the Gaeltacht 
were coming to their own those who should 
be the advocates of the regulation vigorously 
opposed it. i 

_ THE NEW POLICY. 

Mr. Nunan (Kerry), Past President, said 
that if the figures giving particulars of this 
differentiation in the matter of selecting 
pupils from preparatory colleges were avail- 
able they would absolutely alarm them. 
When the honesty of those advocates of 
differentiation were questioned the attitude 
that they took up was—“ Strike me now 
with the language in my arms.’’ It was the

Mr. Scannell (Kerry) said that the Tralee 
branch was not opposed to Irish, but they 
wanted it loved and respected, and not a 
hogey as at present. 

Mr. Foley (Kilkenny, South) declared that 
they were Gaels, and should stand for prefer- 
ence for the Gaels. 

Mr. P. Rohan (Tralee), who proposed the re- 
solution, said that, judging by the way that 
matters were moving at present, it would be 
as hard in a few years for a candidate from 
an English-speaking district to get into a pre- 
paratory college as it was.for Easter Hero to 
win the Grand National. Was it even pos- 
sible to fill all vacancies by teachers irom 
the Gaeltacht? They had failed to get Irish- 
speaking Guards.

Superintendent Casserley said that on 
March 16 he was in Palermo Wood, where 
he found a .45 Smith and Wesson revolver 
wrapped up in a dirty piece of cloth, while 
in the ground close by he found a Meáin 
revolver. On the same evening the accus 
man called tu witness's office, and said that 
he heard a conversation in the park that 
three men with three dogs observed two 
ether men near a wall, one with a trowel 
and the other a parcel, which they buried 
Accused man said that he would try and 
show witness where if, was hidden.

P. O’Brien, Convent road, Bray, said that 
he met Hannon on March 9, who said that 
he heard that Mrs. Murray, of the Convent 
road, had a lot of money, and witness said 
he heard she had. She gave him ls. to get 
cigarettes one Sunday, and she said she had 
a box of fivers. Hannon said that it would 
be a right job for himself and Mahony with 
a motor car at night. Witness met Hannon 
the following Sunday, March 10, and made 
an appointment with him at 7 o’clock that 
night. He turnéd up, and witness and the 
defendant stood in a door in the Main street.

“There is Mr. and Mrs. Murray, ” and de- 
fendant replied: ‘‘I am going to do Murray s 
to-night.”” Witness refused to go with him 
and Hannon went up the town. He’saw the 
defendant afterwards and asked him how he 
got on, and he answered: “I never got @ 
penny.”’ He also said that there was a pretty 
hig “ kid’ in the house, and witness asked 
him would she know him. and he said that 
he thought she would. Witness also stated 
that the Guards were taking footprints, and 
the defendant stated that he had removed a 
nail out of his boot. 


A CHARGE RE-ENTERED.

A TIPPERARY DOG

THE REAL CURRAGH. 


Pococke next describes a curragh, that 
most ancient type of boat which is still 
used in most places on the north-west 
coast. It can also be found on the Boyne, 
where, I think, I have seen it; I know 
I have: seen it on the Grand Canal, some- 
where near the Shannon. Pococke saw 
the real. thing—wicker frame, covered 
with the raw hide of horse or bullock, not }- 
the wooden-framed, tarred, canvas-covered 
boat of to-day. It was seven feet long by 
three and a half feet wide, and the frame 
at the gunwalé projected at the stern, so 
that_it could be stood on end to dry, as 
it Was always taken out of the water. 
Pococke was crossing the River Clady, 
near “ Nickart Wullery’’ (what place is 
meant I cannot tell), and was swimming 
his horses behind his curragh. “I saw 
a woman carry one [a curragh] to a 
Jough,” he writes,..‘‘ and two children 
following her. She paddied it along at 
the head, sometimes on one side, some- 
times on the other, and whem a puff of 
wind came she held up her gown for a 
sail. We cried out to her Brahaskin (well 
done), and she answered Maugiliore (well 
enough).”’ 

On entering the country called the 
Rosses (which our author conjectures to 
mean “ the heads,” and presumes that 
the original derivation was from. the 
Arabic word ross, a head or cape of land), 
and ‘going by Erris he found some very 
curious vertebree of fish in the sandbanks. 
The peasantry told him that some tombs 
of extraordinary size had been unearthed 
there, which they called the tombs of 
““Lugnadumme,”’ but they were all 
covered up again with sand. After dinner 
at Mr. Anthony O’Donnell’s a walk was 
taken by the old walls of the church of 
Tarman Carre, buried in sand, in which 
was supposed to be the church: of a 
nunnery. On the seashore a small de- 
tached rock was observed, with remains 
of fortification on it, and a little further 
Was a more modern fortification made 
across the neck of a little headland (in 
Queen Elizabeth’s time, it was said) to 
protect goods from wrecked ships stored 
there, as the country people would | 
plunder everything of the kind as a 
matter of right. There were also two 
barracks in the district, in which troops | 
were kept to prevent the Janding of | 
piivatecrs ; but the peace in Queen Annc’s 
time caused them to be disused. 

Coming opposite to the Isle of. Inish- 
glora, a well-known burial place, Pococke 
was told that no rat or mouse could live 
on it, and that if some of the earth was 
brought to the mainland and shaken on a 
rick of corn none of these vermin would 
touch it. The people of this part were 
very hospitable, and if a traveller cannot 
stay to have a sheep killed, they offer a 
dram of ale, eggs and butter, the woman 
of the house gitfing at the table and 
serving the traveller. It is mentioned 
that in the North of Treland, but not in 
the West, there is a practice of putting 
‘meat into meal, to preserve it from the 
flies, our author supposes, but he found 
it musty and very disagrecable. 


away. All their vessels are of wood, 
most of them cut out of solid timber, 
their stools are long and narrow like a 
stilion, and their table is*a long sort 
of stool about twenty inches. high: and 
broad and two yards long; their food 
chiefly gat cakes baked .on the griddle 
and potatoes with their butter milk; 
they had killed a goat and were boyling 
part of it; but I suppose it was not 
very good, as they industriously con- 
cealed it from me; but. they offered to 
prepare me what they had to eat, 
which for strangers is new milk, eggs, 
butter and oat cake.’’ 


SOUTHWARD, TO CLARE. 


Riding along a bog Pococke had further. 
experience of eagles, as he saw cne with 
some crows about a carcase, the royal bird 
ignoring his lesser brethren completely. 
This eagle was very large, and seemed to 
attempt to raise himself, but remained 
very near the travellers; and when they 
went towards him, be flew low to a turf 
stack near by. It seems that in a calm 
these birds sometimes find it difficult to 
raise themselves from the ground. Later 
on he was seen flying overhead towards 
the sea. 

We now go back again to Galway, whence 
our author set out southward to County 
Clare. Travelling by the mountains of 
Burren, he observed several Jarge en- 
trenchments, and was informed that they 
marked the residence of O’Laughlin, King 
of Burren, and that a few miles distant, 
were the fine ruins of the abbey of 
Corcunroe, where tombs of wood, mostly 
of yew, were laid on the graves; but the 
inscriptions on them were greatly 
obliterated. Gort was the next stopping 
place. ‘‘It was the estate of the 
Oshognusses and was forfeited; and now 
there is a Barrac in an old mansion house 
of that family built within the walls of 
the Castle; it is a very poor market town 
like a village. In my way to this place, 
about six miles from Galway, I had a 


DANGEROUS BOGS. 


Temple Croan Church is described as a 
mean, low, thatched building, in a most 
desolate and uninhabited part of the 
world. This was the country. of bogs, 
and the difficulty of passage was great. 
Pococke’s guide went in search of a good 
pass, but returned, as he could not find 
any. Going carefully on foot, they came 
to a mill; and on the miller’s being asked 
for a door or board to lay down for the 
horses to step on, he replied that there 
was neither. The traveller’s guide, how- 

_ ever, was not so easily put off, and, 
going to the’ mil!, brought out a board 
and the skin of an ox. Putting sods and 
heath under the skin, and the board on 
that, with sods on each side of-it to keep 
the horses from slipping in, ihey passed 
this particular place safely. Still goine on 
through bog, they were fortunate in find- 
ing that any deep places were narrow 
enough for the horses to jump. ‘The 
Gweebarra River was then crossed in a 
curragh, the horses swimming behind. 
We are told that “ the mountain to the 
north of Gubaryrow is called Dirliaconnel, 
then going north, follow Croiveh, Craheh, 
Carvan Trianch, and Bloody Farrel 
[Bloody Foreland]. This country being 
entirely unknown, I have been the more 
particular in relation to it, for my own 
satisfaction.”’

He is 
above four score years old, and told me 
he had seen about 460 descended from his 
father, and several great-grand-children ;

mistake.’’ 


Killibegs is described as a poor village, 
but with one of the finest harbours in 
Ireland.

During the war in Queen Anne’s time, 
the East India ships, when using this 
harbour, used to plant a battery at the 
lower castle and another on the opposite 
side for the protection of their vessels and 
their very valuable cargoes. At Bally- 
shannon the inns were full; so Pococke 
sent a note to Mr. O’Neal, the minister, 
asking him to accommodate him with a 
bed, which he did with yvreat politeness.

He then came 
to Sir James Calwell’s house, the owner 
óf which was aide-de-ramp inthe Austrian 
service to General O’Donnell. The father 
of the latter gentleman was Pococke’s host 
on the’ previous day, and was considered.

KILMACDUAGH'S SEVEN CHURCHES. 


Kilmacduagh's sevén churches came 
next, to which important ruins some space 
is given. -They date from the seventh 
century, though rebuilt in 1280, and 
altered later. Archdall’s Monasticon 
Hibernicum (written after Pococke’s 
death) gives 174 feet as the measurement 
of the deviation from the perpendicular of 


of the famous Leaning Tower of T'isa, 
which inclines thirteen feet. In 1830 
Newenham (‘‘ Views of the Picturesque 
Antiguities of Ireland’’) accurately 
measured this Irish tower, 103 feet high, 
and found that the inclination was only 
25 feet; and says that the deviation 
‘could hardly be perceived without the 
aid of instruments.” The name means 
“church of the son of Duagh,”’ and was 
the See of an ancient bishopric, now 
united to Clonfert, and Pococke says that 
the place only consisted of two or three 
cabins. and the ancient ecclesiastical 
buildings.

nothing like this cross either for age or 
beauty in Ireland; and it was a notable 
piece of villainy on the part of the local 
authorities who demolished it in the year 
1771. The date “ MCCC,” was carved on 
the fourth step. I have taken the illustra- 
tion from the Dublin Penny Journal, 
Vol. I. (1832); but I possess a larger 
picture showing the cross against its | 
former background of houses. It was | 
apparently about fifteen feet high. Going 
further south by the Blackwater, where 
he was the guest. of Lord Grandison, at 
Dromona, Pococke noticed. near Affane, a 
particular sort of cherry, something like 
a whiteheart, which Sir Walter Raleigh 
brought from the Canary Islands. On the 
road from Cappoquin to Clonmel he 
passed an old redout for soldiers against 
the rapparees; then an alehouse called 
Ballinemult. The Irish word rapaire 
means a half-pike, so that the writer 
(““ Beda’’) of an article in these columns, 
Jately, ‘errs in saying . “ rapparees 
(rapier-men, or sword-men).’’ 

Travelling through County Cork, our 
author was impressed by the fine 
appearance of Ballincooley Castle, which 
he passed within a few miles of Cork 
City. He says that there were then 
‘‘ creat remains ” of this important build- 
ing. Newenham, who made a drawing of 
it in 1829, spells it ‘‘ Ballincolly’’ (see 
reproduction), and states that it was then 
completely dilapidated. Pococke, writing 
eighty years earlier, evidently saw it 
nearly entire. It was a seat of the 
Barretts, one of whom, in 1600, submitted 
to Queen Elizabeth. Afterwards it was 
garrisoned for Cromwell, and later for 
James II, 


KINDNESS AND GOOD-WILL. 


In reference to eagles, so often met with 
by our author, is there now any place in 
Ireland where they breed, except 
Killarney ? I remember, twenty -years 
ago, when staying at an hotel in that 
place, to have seen a half-grown eagle 
chained by the leg in the stable yard. It 
was shabby as to plumage and depressed 
in attitude, but still fierce. When I 
asked the porter to let it free, he replied 
indignantly: ‘‘ Why would I let it go, 
when every gentleman I ‘show it to gives 
me sixpence?’’ Later in the day, when 
fishing on the upper lake, I saw one of 
these great birds fly overhead towards 
the Eagle’s Nest: for in that precipitous 
mountain (1,700 feet) the grey eagles had 
their eyries. The young ones were taken, 
when old enough to be brought up by 
hand, by daring men who were lowered 
down by ropes from above. 

Though we have only accompanied our 
traveller on a portion of his remarkable 
journey, a halt must now be called. It 
‘will be noticed that in all his tour, even 
in the wildest and most unvisited part, 
he met with no robbers on the roads (as 
he might have in England) or extor- 
tioners in the inns. Everywhere, from 
every class, he found nothing but kind- 
ness, good-will, and straight dealing. This 
was especialy true of the Catholic 
peasantry, although Pococke was a Pro- 
testant clergyman and an Englishman. 
We know, however, that it is true of a 
country, a society, or even of a book; that 
one gets from it in proportion to what one 
brings to it, and Dr. Pococke'did not come 
to Ireland empty-handed as regards the 
qualities he found in her people.

Sleepers. 


Few of the people who frequent 
Salthill Railway Station can have failed 
to notice about a dozen blocks of granite 
that lie on the Blackrock side of the down 
platform; but I wonder how many who 
have regarded the unprepossessing 
stones realise the historical significance of 
the articles. 

These blocks of roughly hewn granite 
are some of the original sleepers usec when- 
the Dublin to Xingstown Railway was 
first laid down. The engineers then 
thought that stone sleepers would be best, 
but they changed their opinion very 
shortly, and the stone sleepers were 
discarded, and wooden beams, such as are 
used to-day, were put in their place. 

The stone sleepers did not reach from 
rail to rail, with the result that the rails 
were continually going out of alignment. 
Furthermore, as there was no “give” in 
the stones, the vibration of the passing 
trains loosened the rails, and, into the 
bargain, the noise of the wheels was a 
source of endless complaint. 


Still in the Service. 


The old stone sleepers turned in 
useful, however, and they were used as 
the foundation of the pathway that leads 
from the Martello Tower at Seapoint to 
the station at Salthill. The coping 
stones of the sea wall beside ‘the path 
are also made out of some of the disused 
sleepers. 

It is easy to recognise these old 
sleepers, because in the centre of each may 
be seen the smooth place where the chairs 
for the rails rested, and in each stone are 
two holes into which fitted the bolts that 
held the chairs in position,

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| Liquor Smuggling. 


The commotion that has been caused by 
what is known as the ‘‘I’m Alone”’ affair 
takes one back to the days when an exten- 
sive trade in liquor smuggling was carried 
on around the coast of Dublin. The caves 
of Howth afforded great facilities for the 
harbouring of illicit cargoes, and in the 
summer of 1764 there was a desperate 
affray here between smugglers and 
revenue officers, in which the former suc- 
ceeded in getting back the greater part of 
160 casks of whiskey which had been 
captured, and lost two men in the pro- 
cess. At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century there were living in Howth 
descendants of men who had been shot by 
revenue officers. One of them claimed to 
have had an ancestor killed by a button 
which had been loaded into a pistol when 
all the bullets were exhausted. 


The Birth of a Word. 


Glancing through a book of recollec- 
tions published about half a century ago, 
I was interested to read of the birth of a 
word in Dublin. It would appear that 
at a convivial Cae in Eustace street

at the “ Eagle,” there were present 
several who had attained to high civic 
dignities, with a number of the Dublin 
Volunteers. Richard Daly, proprietor 
and manager of the Smock Alley theatre, 
was there also, and, as a result of some 
banter at the expense of an actor then 
drawing immense crowds to the theatre, 
he made a bet. of twenty guineas 
that there would be a new word in the 
mouths of the Dublin public, of all 
classes and sexes, young and old, within 
forty-eight hours, and, further, that the 
same public would within a week attach a 
definite meaning to the word, without any 
suggestion or explanation from him. 

The day of the wager being Saturday, 
on the termination of the performance at 
the theatre, Daly summoned all the call- 
boys, sceneshifters and other employés of 
the concern, and having been provided each 
with a piece of chalk and certain instruc- 
tions they set off on a tour of the city. 
The Dublin public awoke next morning 
to see on the doors and shutters of shops, 
warehouses and private houses one word. 
Some were alarmed, all were puzzled, and 
soon the word became the topic of general 
conversation. After a few days the con- 
clusion was that the word was a hoax, a 
humbug, a joke; but it was not then for- 
gotten, and it has since received its place 
in the English language. The word is 
““guis, ” and it would appear that the 
editor of Cassell’s New English Dictionary 
had never heard the story, or, having 
heard, did not believe it; for he states 
that the etymology is doubtful. 


“And Still They Come.” 


A Foxrock correspondent writes:—An 
agent from a firm in town called this week 
regarding another new 'bus which was to 
run to Foxrock along the Torquay road. 
The young man inquired if I was in- 
terested in the new “bus. I said I was much 
interested in ’buses, in order to avoid them 
on the roads. 

I next mentioned their awful speed, and 
I was informed that this was to be a very 
well-behaved ‘bus. Finally, like Lewis 
Carroll in his “ Hunting of the Snark,’’ 
I ‘‘threatened his life with a railway 
share,’’ and suggested the irony of asking 
railway shareholders to countenance con- 
veyances other than their own.

Nature's Phenix. 


As a result of the destruction by fire of 
so much of the gorse on Dalkey Hill 
recently, the granite rocks on the seaward 
side have been laid bare, and there is now 
to be seen a peculiar rock which had been 
hidden by the bushes. 

This rock has been worn away by the 
action of wind and rain, and it has now 
the appearance of an eagle perched on a 
ledge on the side of the hill. The likeness 
to a resting bird is remarkable, and it is 
clearly visible from the Vico road. A 
much better view may, however, be 
obtained from Killiney Hill. 


Shakespeare in Ireland.

A Loss to Waterford. 


I am sorry to hear that Sir Henry 
Forde has decided to leave Waterford and 
is going to reside in London in future. 
His decision to leave is mainly due to 
medical reasons, as his doctors have 
advised him to lessen the strain of 
business. 

Sir Henry and Lady Forde lived at the 
Manor of St. John (the ancestral home 
of the Bonaparte Wyse family), just out- 
side Waterford City, for the past number 
of years, and the beautiful old mansion 
has been taken by Mrs. Russell, widow 
of the late Mr. J. R. Russell, who was 
Master of the Waterford Hounds up to 
the time of his death. 

Sir Henry’s departure will be a great 
loss to Waterford, as he was Chairman of 

- the Waterford Har- 
bour Commissioners, 
and a member of the 
Waterford Corpora- 
tion. As Treasurer 
vf the Diocesan 
Council, he con- 
trolled the finances 
of the diocese with 
reat success. Sir 
enry rendered good 
service to this 
country during the 
Great War. He was 
a member of the 
Royal Wheat Com- 
mission and Chair- 
man of the Landed Grain Committee for 
Ireland, which had charge of the distribu- 
tion of food supplies in this country 

Sir Henry, who is now in his sixty- 
sixth year, was knighted in 1921, and is 
a director of many companies, including 
the Great Southern Railways. Lady 
Forde is a daughter of the late Mr. 
Richard Rawson. Sir Henry and Lady 
Forde’s only son was killed in the Great 
War, but they have two daughters, both 
married—Mrs. Corkery and Mrs, Fletcher.

his years. Incredibly old and incredibly 
distinguished, he was the guest one night 
of the Guards’ Mess, when, over the port, 
he waxed garrulous and _ reminiscent.

War, by gad! gentlemen, we broached a 
bottle of port and, ecod! gentlemen, there 
was a rat inside it.” ‘‘It must have 
been a very large bottle, sir,’’ interposed 
an unlicked subaltern. The Duke fixed 
him with the notorious eye. ‘‘It was a 
damned small bottle, sir.” ‘‘ Then it 
must have been a very small rat, sir.” 
“It was a damned large rat, by gad! 
sir.’’ There is silence as to what atter- 
wards happened to the subaltern. 


The First Lord Mornington. 


The first Wellesley to obtain the title 
did so on the score that he was yoing to 
administer the government in India and 
that the dignity of such a position made 
it fitting that he should become a peer. 
With much difficulty, and after incessant 
touting, his request was granted. He 
had expected to figure among the peers 
of England, and he was terribly dis- 
gruntled to discover that he was to be 
fobbed off with a paltry Irish title derived 
from the obscare village of Mornington.

There was an epidemic of 
last February, and typhoid fever eatin 
appearance a couple of weeks ago. Its 
spread became so serious that Dr 
McDonnell, Medical Inspector of the 
Local Government Board, was sent down 
from Dublin to investigate the situation. 


WATER SUPPLY SUSPECTED. 

\n /rish Times representative learned 
irom Dr. McDonnell yesterday that he is 
now satished that the worst phase of the 
outbreak has passed, and that the spread 
of the fever has been stopped to a large 
extent. He added that the two local 
doctors dealt with a serious situation in a 
very satisfactory way. 

Carrick-on-Shannon, as its title con- 
veys, is situated near the River Shannon, 
which supplies the water for domestic and 
other purposes to the town. The water is 
suspected as the source of the trouble, as 
Shannon water is considered unfit for 
drinking purposes. 


FILTER BEDS NOT IN OPERATION. 

It is known that the town waterworks 
iave not been in good working order for 
some time past, and the filter beds are not 
in operation. As one well acquainted with 
the prevailing conditions said yesterday, 
so long as the people there drink the water 
of the Shannon, so long will the danger 
of an epidemic remain in the town. 

The question of providing a pure water 
supply is, in the circumstances, a very 
urgent matter. Within a couple of miles 
of the town is Corbally Lake, from which 
could be had by gravitation a plentiful 
supply of good water. 

In view of the fact that in the outlying 
towns cases of enteric fever have also 
occurred, the suggestion made for the 
appointment of a County Medical Officer 
of Health and a properly trained‘sanitary 
staff is a matter which calls for the 
prompt and serious consideration of the 
local bodies in County Leitrim.

An officer from the Home Office went through 
the Petty Sessions book and found defalca- 
tions to the extent. of £233 5s. lid. In the 
presence of the officer the accused admitted 
that this amount was correct, and asked 
would the Ministry require cash at once, 
When told that they would the accused 
referred the officer to a friend, who said that 
the sccused had absolutely no funds. ‘he 
Ministry had no alternative but to prosecute.

TWO APPOINTMENTS TO BE 


MADE. 


At the last meeting of the Donegal County 
Council the report of the Council’s deputa- 
tion, comprising Messrs. W. Blaney, T.D. 
and M. McFadden, T.D., and Major J. 8. 
Myles, M.C., T.D., on their interview with 
the Local Government Department regarding 
the proposed appointment of a county medli- 
cal officer of health was considered. 

The report stated that at present the 
county had only the _ tuberculosis officer, 
whose temporary period had now expired, and 
could not be renewed unless the Board of 
Health should apply for a permanent appoint- 
ment, It was “CÉ pointed out, that it, was 
mandatory on the Board of Health to appoint 
a tuberculosis officer, and on the County 
Council to appoint a medical -officer of health 
for the county, but that the Department 
would agree that the duties of school inspec- 
tor (medical) and inspector of miidwives 
could be included in the duties of any medical 
officer appointed. In view of the fact that 
the greater portion of the salaries and ex- 
penses incurred would be subject to a 60 per 
cent. refund, the deputation recommended 
that the County Council and Board of Health 
should appoint a county medical officer of 
health-and an assistant medical officer. 

The Board of Health having approved of 
the recommendation, the County Council con- 
curred. 

The salaries, it was mentioned, would be 
£800 in the case of the senior man, rising by 
annual increments to £900, and in the case 
of the assistant £500, rising to: £650.

EIGHT NATIONS NOW 
ENTERED. ——.

GRAND STAND 'TO SEAT 
3,000 PEOPLE. 


—— —&—— 


The arrangements for the holding of 
the Irish International Grand Prix motor 
races in the Phenix Park, Dublin, next 
July, aré now well in hand, and on next 
Monday the work of widening the road 
will be undertaken. 

At the moment the work of taking 
down the Phoenix Monument is proceed- 
ing and will be completed within a couple 
of weeks, when the monument will be 
re-erected in a spot adjacent, where it 
will be off the road. 

The ‘contract for widening portion of 
the road has been let out to a Belfast 
firm, Messrs. Grainger. The corners and 
curves in the road will not be touched. 
and there will be no banking of any part 
of the course, as it is the desire of the 
Organising Committee of the races to 
allow the ordinary road conditions to 
prevail throughout the course. 

THE GRAND STAND, 

Plans for the erection of the grand 
stand have been completed, and tenders 
are out. This grand stand, which will be 
the only one on the course, is being built 
to accommodate three thousand people. 
It will be brought to within twelve feet 
of the course, while the first tier of seats 
will be only eight feet above the level of 
the road. It will be 540 feet in length, 
and will be so constructed that everybody 
on it will have a clear view of the race 
on the great two-mile straight from the 
moment that the cars enter it to the time 
that they leave it at the other end. 

The road on this straight is 40 feet 9 
inches in width, and is considered by 
experts to be the finest of its kind any- 
where. 

1,500 SOLDIERS AND POLICE TO BE 
EMPLOYED. 

The plans for the distribution and con- 
trol of the spectators during the races are 
being drawn up. It has been decided to 
keep the public back a distance of thirty 
feet from the course on either side, and on 
the corners and curves this distance will 
be increased to 100 feet. Motor cars will 
be allowed to park behind the spectators, 
and it is, estimated that the total length 
of the parking thus available for motor 
cars on all parts of the course will be five 
miles. 

The arrangements for the control of the 
spectators, it is stated, will mean the 
employment of something like 1,500 Civic 
Guards and soldiers. 

THE PITS. 

The pits for the competing cars will be 
erected immediately opposite the grand 
stand, and both the grand stand and the 
pits will be roofed. 

Mr. Lee Guinness, the famous racing 
motorist, was in Dublin on a visit during 
the week, and he took the opportunity to 
inspect the preparations for the widening 
of the course, etc., which he stated to be 
excellent. 

Captain A. G. Millar has entered an 
Austro-Daimler car, as well as a Lombard 
car. The Austro-Daimler is an Austrian 
car, which means that there are now 
eight nations entered for the races.

EXHIBITION OF IRISH 
ART IN NEW YORK

OPENED BY FREE STATE 
MINISTER. 


Mr. MacWhite, the Irish Free State Minis- 
ter to the United States, formally opened the 
exhibition of paintings and etchings by contem- 
porary Irish artists recently held at the Helen 
Hackett Gallery, 9 East Fifty-seventh street, 
New York. The collection, which includes 
about fifty paintings, and is said to be the 
first display of Trish art to be held in this 
country, says the New York Times, was 
assembled and brought to the United States 
by Mrs. Ernest Boyd, wife of the [rish- 
American author. 

Mr. MacWhite predicted that Irish art 
would soon attain a prestige of its own, 
which had heretofore been lacking, and would 
be able to take its place beside the poetry and 
drama of that country. 

‘The Irish artists have not developed a 
senool of their own,” he said, ‘but they 
have shown their ability to portray the spirit 
of art without regard to any particular 
trends or movements, It is admirable that 
Irish leaders have brought these paintings to 
America, for many of our artists deserve 
recognition and should be aided by the Irish 
who are in this country.” 

The exhibition was marked by a predomin- 
ance of Irish landscapes. One work, ‘‘ The 
T'pperary Hurler,’’ by John Keating, at- 
tracted wide attention. P. J. Tuohy, who is 
best known for his portraits, especially ‘‘ Girl 
in a Striped Dress,’’ was the only one of the 
artists present.

DEATH’S HEAD HAWK- 
MOTH. 


SPECIMEN CAPTURED AT 
KELLS. 

The Dublin National Museum authorities 
have in their possession a specimen of the 
Death’s Head Hawk-Moth, which was cap- 
tured at Kells in August last. Mr. William 
Healy, head porter in the railway goods de- 
partment, observed the moth flying about 
the goods store. It was killed during the 
process of capture, but its body was un- 
mjured. . Mr. O'Donnell, of the station 
clerical staff, sent the moth to the National 
Museum, Dublin, where it has been identi- 
fied. 

Mr. A. W. Stelfox, Acting Keeper of the 
National History section of the Museum, in 
a letter to Mr. O'Donnell, says :— 

“It is a Death’s Head Hawk-Moth—the 
largest moth found in the British Islands. 
It is so called from the design like a skull 
on the body. It is probable that it does 
not live in Ireland continuously, but comes 
here as a migrant from the Continent 
and lays its eggs here. The cater- 
pillar feeds on the leaves and stems of the 
otato plant, and in some years has been 
ound commonly in Ireland. As its wings 
are not worn, your specimen was, no doubt, 
Lred in this country. The moth, as well as 
its caterpillar and chrysalis, is remarkable 
amongst such insects, as when touched they 
make a loud squeak, which makes country 
people often afraid to touch them. Unless 
you wish to have it back, I will put your 
specimen in the collection here, and will 
send a noie of its capture to the friú 
Naturalist's Journal, as I have not heard of 
any specimens being taken last year.” 

Mr. McDonnell has written, in reply, offer- 
ing the insect to the Museum authorities.

It 
has been the most successful festival in the 
history of Sligo—a town famed for its musica! 
talent. 

The Secretary and Committee are to be 
congratulated on the excellence of the arrange- 
ments and the success that has crowned their 
efforts.

Referring to Miss Atkinson, Sir Richard 
said that her phrases were rather too formal— 
or square. e piece dragged unnecessarily. 
She seemed over-weighted by the attempt to 
bring out every “ point,” and the thing 
sagged a good deal. Her voice did not 
the inevitability one expected ; but towards the 
end of the song she infused a little more 
life into it, She really understood little 
dramatic suggestions. Her tone was both 
pure and varied in colour. In spite of her 
slow tempo the song was quite-a beautiful 
thing to listen to. She was an absolutely 
sincere artist. If the third prize winner 
missed the note of tragedy, it seemed less due 
to lack of temperament than to artistic im- 
maturity. The song sagged at its most critical 
moment, due to her lack of vocal control. 
She was a pleasing singer, who would do 
songs of this exacting type better when she 
had matured a little more, both in artistic 
insight and in techniqué.

AN APPRECIATION. 


From A CORRESPONDENT. 

It is rather surprising to find that, beyond 
a simple obituary notice in the Jrish Times 
of the 25th March last, no reference has been 
made in the Press to the death of Thomas 
Andrew Bailey, who passed away at his resi- 
dence, Gulmarg, Temple Gardens, Dublin, on 
last Sunday week. 

Born in the late fifties at Pole’s Bridge, 
near. Stradbally, in the Queen’s County, 
Bailey entered the service of the National 
Bank, Ltd., but his adventurous spirit led 
him some time later to join the Army, and 
for a number of years he served with the 
Colours in India. On leaving the Army he 
became greatly impressed with the work of 
the Y.M.C.A., and was appointed to the 
position of General Secretary to the Associa- 
tion in Cork. His sterling character and the 
deep interest which he took in the welfare 
of young men won for him a host of friends 
in the Southern capital. He was ready 
always to assist “a lame dog,” not merely 
with good counsel] and advice, but to put his 
hand in his pocket if financial help were 
needed. Withal, his right hand never knew 
when his left performed a kindly deed. 

Giving up his position in Cork, he was 
appointed Secretary to the Mission to Lepers, 
and, as the representative of that Society, 
he made a tour of the world, visiting many 
remote stations to plead the cause of the 
outcast. He was licensed to occupy the 
pulpits of tne Church of Iveland, of which he 
was a member, and was always welcomed 
amongst the Non-conformist Churches when 
urging the claims of the Society. 

ere must be many—and the writer of 
these lines is one of them—who deplore the 
death of Tom Bailey. One recalls his genial 
presence, his hearty appreciation of a joke— 
even when made at his own expense—and his 
love for '“ a good talk.” It was a rare 
pleasure to sit with him by his own 
fireside, and to listen to some of 
the good stories which he had picked 
up in his travels “ From China toe Peru.” 
While occupying the position of Secretary 
to the Y.M.C.A. in Cork, Bailey held very 
pronounced opinions on the evils of smoking, 
and one recalls a night at the Cork Literary 
and Scientific Society, when he took a lead- 
ing part in a debate on the subject, and 
denounced the habit with “hell, i and 
candle.” Time and travel, however. mel- 
lowed his opinions, Visiting at his house in 
Greystones one evening some years later, 
the writer—fond of a quict pire, and un- 
aware of any change im the sentiments cf. 
his host—was fully prepared to enjoy his” 
conversation without the additional pleasure 
of a smoke, when his eye, resting on the 
dining-room mantelpiece, discovered a mis- 
cellaneous collection of such accessories as 
make up the paraphernalia of a smoker: 
nothing was said for a moment, but Bailey 
must have observed a fleeting look ef 
astopishment on the face of his guest. Then 
a merry smile spread over his features while 
he told of his changed views with regard te 
tobacco, remarking, ** This is a bit of a sur. 
prise for you, old man, but Í suppose you're 
a smoker yourself: won't you light up, or 
have a cigaretie’?”’ . 

During the years of his connection with 
the Mission to Lepers Bailey was a familiar 
figure im the streets of Dublin. When his 
days work at Lincoln place was done, one 
often met him swinging homewards cheer- 
fully along Nassau street, carrying an 
attaché case, and trailing clouds of smoke. 
His last day’s work is over. Those who 
loved him fee! that the world is poorer new 
that he has gone.

The Sacred College now 
consists of only 58 members, and of these 
26 are Italians and 32 - non-Italians, 
whereas a quorum, or ‘‘ plenum,’’ of the 
College is 70. ' a4, 
Even allowing for the custom which 
requires that one or two places shall re- 
main vacant, the Pope now can create nine 
or ten new Cardinals. Never since the 
time oí. Leo XIII. has the Pope 
had so many “Red Hats” at his dis- 
posal. The next Consistory will be held 
after the ratification of the Lateran 
Treaties. ' 
Shortly after Cardinal Gasquet .died 
the Benedictines, who reside in the same 
Palace of San Caallisto, dressed the body 
in the black. robes. of. the Benedictine 
Order, with the insignia of a cardinal 
lying at his feet. 
The funeral will be held in the adjoin- 
ing Church of Santa Maria Trastevere, 
probably. on next Wednesday, In the 
meanwhile the body will lie in a chapelle 
ardente in the largest hall of the Palace. 
The Pope was deeply shocked to hear 
of the death of Cardinal Gasquet, who, in 
spite of his age and his recent illness, 
retained a keen mind and a wonderful 
capacity for work. The Pope was 
especially glad that he had been able to 
send the Cardinal his Apostolic Benedic- 
tion. Cardinal Gasparri, the Papal Secre- 
tary of State, who was a close friend and 
warm admirer of Cardinal Gasquet, pro- 
ceeded to the San Callisto Palace on learn- 
ing of his death, and saw the body, by 
the side of which he knelt for a few 
minutes in prayer. Cardina) Gaspairri 
was followed by Mr. Chilton, the British 
Minister to the Papal See, and by other 
Cardinals and Prelates, including Mon- 
signor Redmond, the Vice-Rector of the 
English College, who brought with him all 
the students of the College. 
Many people from the Trastevere 
district of Rome, where the Cardinal 
lived. and had made himself very popular 
by his innumerable acts of kindness, also 
called to pay him a last tribute. 
All Roman Catholic scholars wil] regret 
that death prevented the Cardinal from 
seeing the second volume of the Revised 
Vulgate. His modest bedroom shows 
signs of his last work in the direction of 
historical research. The revision of the 
Vulgate, although under his direction, 
was carried out by a Special Commission 
of Benedictines, whé worked on the floor 
above his own simple rooms. In the same 
building Cardinal Bisleti lives, and he 
was able to be among the few who reached 
Cardinal Gasquet’s bedside before the end.

The British Industrial Delegation was 
to-day received at the ‘State Bank by a 
Government Committee, consisting of 
Apel Khinchuk, Aralov. and Rabino- 
vich. 

After the members of the delegation had 
stuted their proposals with regard to 
supplying goods to the Soviet market, 
Piatakov, the Chairman of the Committee, 
delivered the following speech.

"“ We greet the visit of British business 
men here, as mutual visits of business 
people from both countries cannot but 
facilitate mutual understanding, and, 
therefore, the improvement and consolida- 
tion of the economic connections, particu- 
larly in view of the flood of inventions cir- 
culated about the U.S.S.R. by the hostile 
Press. 

“ This visit is evidence that the lies and 
calumnies lavishly spread about the 
U.S.S.R. have proved powerless to de- 
feat the voice of reason. By this time it 
is clear to all tnat, despite the differences 
of the political and social systems in the 
U.S.8.R. aed England, economic co- 
operation between this and other countries 
is quite possible.”’ 

“A businesslike examination of the 
possibilities of extending the scope of the 
economic connections between British in- 
dustry and finance, and our industry, 
agriculture, transport and financial in- 
stitutions, etc., will undoubtedly be help- 
ful to all those who understand the real 
advantage of the restoration of normal re- 
lations between Great Britain and the 
Soviet: Union.

READ IN COURT.

Sensational] disclosures concerning the 
alleged plot to blow up the train in which 
the Simon Commission was travelling on 
October 8 last year were made: in court 
before a special magistrate at Vasik yes- 
terday, during the hearing of the Man- 
mad bomb case. 

A statement, which it was said had been 
made by Harenda Bhattacharjee, one of 
the accused before the Itarsi magistrate, 
was read in court. 

In this statement it was said that it 
was intended to blow up the Simon Com- 
mission’s special train and to throw bombs 
at the occupants in the confusion follow- 
ing the expjosion. One of the accused was 
said to have remarked to Bhattacharjee 
that the explosion would rouse the Indian 
people from their slumber, and they would 
wake to find the’revolutionary party at 
work among them. Foreigners in the 
country, too, would realise that India was 
not altogether impotent. 

Bhattacharjee denied having made the 
confession in question, and, while being 
questioned about it, he complained of 
giddiness.

“If I have anything to say I will say it 
in the Court of Sessions ; meanwhile leave 
me alone.’’

.A LESSON-FROM THE PAST. 
F* Tn a leading article 7'he Times observes : - 
When rapid remedies are advocated for deep- 
seated economic troubles, it is sometimes 
worth while to estimate them in the light of 
past history. ~The last debate on ‘unémploy- 
ment whieh took place. in the House of 
Commons before the recess, was, by common 
consent, the most suggestive in many respects 
of a long series of similar discussions. It 
contained, in particular. a reference by the 
Minister of Labour, which might well have 
been amplified, to the economic fallacy 
of supposing that unemployment would 
disappear in a moment (og within 
a. year). if ‘the ‘eduntry “were only 
committed to a gigantic scheme of fresh road- 
making. Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland recalled 
the fact that the building of railways a 
hundred vears ago did not lead to an 1im- 
mediate stimulation of production, but he 
omitted to give details of that historical and 
significant episode, which contains a solemn 
warning of the dangers of embarking upon 
an abnormal internal investment or specula- 
tion. 

In 1845 a serious financial crisis occurred 
in this country, and the causes of it greatly 
mystified the people of those days. Jt had 
not been brought about by over-trading or 
speculation; on the ¢ontrary, it followed 1 
period of commercial depression. In the end 
the conclusion was established that it was 
due to the vast railway enterprises so 
enthusiastically undertaken, which “had in- 
directly caused a great dislocation of ordinary 
commercial business. At that time some 
2,000 miles of railways had been built, im- 
volving. a capital of about £64,000.000, while 
ahout 3,500 miles were in process of construc- 
tion involving a. correspondingly large 
amount of capital.

STORIES OF DISTRESS IN 
GERMANY. 


From Revter’s CQRRESPONDENT. 
j BERLIN. 

Weeping bitterly, an old crippled man of 
76, Dr. Ruhland, formerly a lawyer, of Col- 
mar, in Alsace, related to.a sympathetic court 
during a trial on charges of extortion 
and violence of Langkopp, a former German 
farmer in East Africa, how he lost all his 
money (over £20,000), and how his house and 
property in Colmar were confiscated by the 
French authorities. 

““Now I am a poor devil,” he exclaimed. 
“Once I thought of shooting myself, and 
would have done it if it had not been for 
Hindenburg, who allows me £5 a month from 
his funds.’’ 

Dr. Ruhland is a voluntary witness for the 
defence, which is trying to prove that 
thousands of war victims, who lost their all, 
have been badly treated by the Compensation 
Office, and that Langkopp committed his 
offence in a moment of mental aberration, 
brought about by his sufferings. 

That this is the standpoint of the defence 
was shown by counsel, who requested the 
Public Prosecutor not to interrupt Dr. Rub- 
land, “just at the moment when he is 
giving the Court such a graphic description 
of the sad state of Germans who lost their 
property during the war.” " 

Privy Councillor Basch then related his 
adventure with Langkopp when the latter de- 
manded 112,000 marks in cash, threatening 
otherwise to blow up the Reich Compensation 
Office with his “ bomb.” 

The witness further declared that he was 
under the impression that Langkopp deli- 
berately fired at him with a revolver before 
he was overpowered. . 

An expert testified that the powder in the 
box which Langkopp had with him when he 
visited the Compensation Office was not of 
a kind to endanger life.

TREASURE OF THE 
KNIGHTS OF MALTA.

ROMANTIC STORY TOLD IN 
FRENCH NEWSPAPER. 
From Revuter’s COkRESPONDENT. 
PARIS. 
A romantic story of: the-adventures of the 
treasure of the Knights of the Order of St. 
John of Jerusalem (Knights of Malta), who 


ruled Malta from ‘1530-1798, is told in the 


Excelsior to-day by “a diplomat whose usual 
place of residence is Berlin.’’ 

The treasure was handed by the Knights 
of the Czar Paul I. when they handed the 
island over to the French. According to the 
Excelsior, it is contained in four gold caskets 
of magnificent workmanship, and includes a 
genuine pleee of the Cross of Calvary, a 
picture of the Virgin bv Saint Luc, the right 
hand of St. John the Baptist, and the Cross 
of the Grand Master of Valetta, The Empress 
Maria Feodorovna, it as said, took 
the four caskets to Denmark, and on 
her death it was entrusted to the 
Orthodox Bishop Tikhen. He, it is re 
ported, borrowed £240.000 from some English 
bankers to build. an Orthodox Cathedral in 
Berlin, but was unable to pay the money 
back, and six English Protestants offered to 
lend the necessary amount, with the Knights’ 
treasure as security. 

When the Soviets proposed buying the 
Russian Cathedral in Berlin, they wanted to 
seize the treasure as being part of the pro- 
perty of the Imperial Family, but their de- 
mands were resisted by members of the 
Maltese Order, who held that the treasure 
belonged to the Order, and that the Czar 
was merely a sort of trustee. 

The Diplomat adds that negotiations 
are at present taking place to have the 
treasure restored to the Order, but there has 
been delay, owing to the illness of Count 
Thun, the Grand hide of the Order.

PROPOSED ACTION BY BISHOPS,

KOVNO, Friday. 

The Lithuanian Dictator, Professor Walde- 
maras, is facing a new attack upon his 
réqime from the Christian Democrafic 
(Catholic) Party, and according to reports it 
is stated that an announcement will be read 
in the Lithuanian churches on Sunday that 
the present Government is illegal, ‘and advis- 
ing the population not to pay taxes. 

Dictator Waldemaras declares he does not 
believe the Lithuanian Council of Bishops 
would take such a step, which is illegal, and 
would result in prosecution by the Govern- 
ment. Confirmation of the bishops’ action 
is at present unobtainable, 

Dictator Waldemaras recently further 
antagomised the Church through announcing 
that the Government intended to greatly de- 
crease the. number of holidays, through 
combining them with Surday, and he further 
proposed to make concessions to the large 
Jewish population by permitting Sunday 
trade between one and four o'clock.
